We thus have had our windows closed 
during the paat drouth of two weeks, when 
the thermometer ranged at *H). Our cellar 
was cool during all the time, while others 

ter softened i n t heee cellars* 11 ies aboOnded; 
and were found in everything not cloaed 
tight. There was no use in having a cellar 
kept thus warm. Ours, on the other hand, 
was cool, the butter solid, the applet, 
(Greenings, and a few Spinenbergs) safe; 
there was no working of sauces no difficul- 
ty with sweets of any kind; milk preserved 
its sugar f\>r forty-eight hours. It was a 
cool cellar during all this time, and is so 
during the summer. Is such a cellar desi- 
rable? Aye! but where rs the fresh air? 
1 do not like confined air in a cellar, of 
course you dt not ; and there is less in a 
cellar than in an upper room, because there 
is no breathing there tor little i to foul the 
•ir^aad there is no heat to raise effluvia ; 
and there should be nothing to raise it 
from. The air may remain for a month in 
a previously well aired cellar, kept scru 
pulously clean, the ingress and egress at 
the door admitting sufficient change.

Shaded *kd BcaacD Gsass — M. Bour- 
geois, a member of tbe Society of Aerri. u!- 
ture, coujinumeated to the Academy of 
at their la«t meeting, some obser- 
oa the grass of a meadow which 
had partly grown under the influence of 
tbe sun, and partly in a shady spot. Thia 
grass having been converted into hay, tbe 
portion which bad aprung up in the shade 
was refused by three horses, which, on the 
other band, greedily ate up that which bad 
had the benefit of the sun. ( hemicslly ex 
amiued, the two kinds of hey presented 
eartain differences of composition. A cur- 
rent of steum haviug l-eeu nikd" to pass 
through each of the two kinds, und then 
collected iu glu.sa receivers, it was found 
that the uusutined hay had y ielded a much 
lees odoriferous produc; than the other ; and 
that the eteum collected from the latter de- 
posited only a few white flakes after many 
days, while tbe steam collected from the 
unsunned hay deposited a grttit mnny in a 
much shorter time. Moreover, tbe latter, 
kept in a close vessel, wss soon covered 
with mold, while the other was not.

Paassixo Tobacco roa Domestic Use. — 
Mr. James Laurie, of White county, lnd.. 
writes to the American Iustitute Farmers 
Hub, as follows ! 

" Another mm wanted to know how to 
manufacture tobacco. I will tell him how 
to press it for his own use tighter than to- 
bacco was ever pressed by any other plan 
Go to the wood pile or wools and get a hick- 
ory log two feet long and one foot over : 
bore two one-inch holes in the end down to 
three inches of tbe other, and then make a 
good hard wool ramrod and mallet, and 
proceed to lo*d it with wads of lobasco, 
pounding it down well ; then make one-inch 
pinsot hard wood and drive into each hole 
as far as possible This will press his to- 
bacco so that it will look like wax. Yea 
must split the press to gel it oul, but one 
such press will bold ten or 
so that they will not have to 
lor home use.

> . Inbune tells about a certain row at 
the Female School of Art at South Ken- 
sington, in which the lauy pupils testified 
(heir dissaiisfacliuu at having one of tbeir 
own sex set over them (a job, ae it 
seemed) by obstreporous behavior.

( ou ven lent rooms have been rented for 
this purpose on the ccrner of Fifth and 
Hmithfield streets, and it is proposed to 
fit them up as lodging rooms, hath room, 
dining room aud kitchen It is contemplated 
by the managers to issue a pamphlet contain- 
ing tbe charter and by-lawa, and explaining 
the modu* operand, which is proposed for tbe 
benefit o< these boys; hut in the meantime 
the Board will take pleasure in answering 
any questions in regard to the system, 
which has for its basis the plan now 
adopted and working in eastern cities. 

To accomplish ibe end in view — the es- 
tablishment aud keeping up of a News- 
boy's Home — money will be required, and 
tbe Board will be pleased to receive sub- 
scriptions for so worthy a work of chari
